MarietU, Ga.. Sept. 2.^The Cobb 
county grand Jury reported late to- 
day that It had been unable to find 
enough evidence, after a two days' 
examination ot witnesses, to indict 
anyone -tor tbe lynching ot tico M. 
Prank. The report sUted: 

"We have found several clews, but 
we have been unable to find anyone 
who could identify any party. We 
have done cjur hest, under oath, and 
we regret to slate that we have heen 
unable to find enough evidencu to 
Indict aayone for this crime.'* 

After It Is stated that the Jury bad 
the active co^poraUon ot Gov. Har- 
ris, the 8t«te Attorney General, So- 
licitor Herbert Clay and other offi- 
cials of Cobb- county, tbe report 
adds: 

"We have been unable to connect 
anylMdy with the perpetration of 
this offense, or to Identify anyone 
who was connected with it. although 
we have investigated the latorma- 
tion furnished us by officers and oth- 
er parties itnd have followed up let- 
ters, signed and unsigned, and to 
this end we have subpoenaed and ex- 
amined many witnesses in an effort 
to disclose tbe perpetrators of this 
crime, but none ot these witnesses 
could identity Bny -D^ttae parties. 

"We find, from Investigation, that 
rhe ofllcers of the law and the cit- 
izens of our town and county knew 
nothing of this crime until they 
heard of the body being found near 
Prey's Gin in this county. Tlie < ity 
Of Marietta and the county of Cobb 
Were quiet before this trouble, are 
quiet now and all 'reports to the con- 
trary are untrue." 

Upward ot thirty-five witnesses 
were examined yesterday and to-day. 
They Include the Chief of I'ellcc and 
other citizens of Atlanta and persons 
in every walk of lite in Marietta. 
Anonymous lettecs, referred to in 
tbe report, stUl in being r^elved by 
ofllclals o( Qobb county and others, 
btt the tendency now Is to Ignore 
them.

Louisville, Ky., Aug, «1. — ^Declar- 
ing in favor of the county unit 
as now on the statute boriks of t!io 
State, enactment of an anti-pa.ss law. 
submission ot a constitutional 
amendment permitting convicts to 
work public roads, elinilnatlon of 
the prison contract sya'.em, revision 
of the tax system, good rosds. better 
schools, amendments i>erfecting the 
primary election law. including the 
power of the State Hailioad Commis- 
sion, the enactment of a workinK- 
man's compensation law, antl-truat 
laws and corrupt practice act. Dem- 
ocrats ot Kentucky In convention at 
Keith's theater to-ni|^t adopted 
unanimous a platform of principles 
that brought forth cheer after cheer.

Vsnsant, of Ashland; A. O. Rhea, of 
Russeilvllle. and nridge» White, of 
Mt. Sterling, as members of the 
Democratic State Central and Execu- 
tive Committees from the State-at- 
large, and naming aa their success- 
ors Judge S. W. Hager.' of Owens- 
bodo; James P. Edwards, of Louis- 
ville, and George B. Martin, ot Boyd 
county.

The convention endorsed tbe Na- 
tional and State administrations and 
went on recqrd as opposing sweeping 
changes in si hool hooks anil as fa- 
voring State aid for the farmers' as- 
sociations of Kentucky. It also de- 
clared against lobbyists and in fa- 
vor ot .continued co-operation on tbe 
part of the State Board ot Health 
with the Pederal health authorities 
with a view to preventing trachoma.

Froii Ufty Height He IHncted 
Effective Battle Againti 
tlie' Emmqt. 




^^na. Sept. 1. — Sepp iBnerkof- 
ler. a famous Tyrolean Alpine guide. 

wbo^as known to many Americans, 
has been killed at the front on the 
Isonzo. Hefore nn Italian bullet 
struck liini down he accomplished 
many daring deeds. 

In the course of the battles In the 
region of the Drei-Zlnnen Mountains 
it became necessary to recoaaoitre 
the positions of the Itallaa artillery 
and Infantry. Innerkofler volunteer- 
ed for this dangerous work. On a 
pitch dark night he climbed to a 
summit of ih)' Kleine Ziaae, a peak 
nearly ti.oou leet high. 

be Carried a telephone apparatus 
aad. in the morning, as sooa as he 
coaM distinguish the Itellan posi- 
tioi^s, he diected the fire of the Aus- 
triui artillery from his lofty post. 

'me Italians were thrown into a 
paHrc*' when a hail of shells struck 
them with deadly accuracy. After a 
fearful bombardment they were com- 
pletely driven from the Patterno- 
aaddle by an attack ot a batUllon of 
Tyrolean sharpshooters. 

Shortly before his death Innerko- 
fler led a small scouting detachment 
which had been ordered to make a 
flank attack on a company of Italian 
Alpine troops. I'nder the cover of 
the night, after hours of dangerous 
climbing, tbe famous guide brought 
the detachment to the summit of 
Mount Biters, one ot the loftiest of 
the dolomite mountalna In the Sex- 
ton region. About 4 o'clock In the 
moinlnR, Innerkotler and his com- 
j)aiiion8 found a favorable position 
ami opened fire. 

The Italians brought their artil- 
lery into action and when they found 
that they could not reach tbe enemy 
with ihelr shells they decided to cut 
off the retreat of the small band. In- 
nerkofler was not to be caught, how- 
ever. He descended on thi- Italian 
side of the mountaiu and then 
brought his detai hment safely hack 
to the Austrian lines over secret 
mounuin paths that were oaly 
knowB to him. 

A heavy tog aided bim aad his 
men in their escape and they had no 
: s. cii, al'.hougU ihu> killed about SS 
Italians.

Three years ago a yosng Ameri- 
can woman. Miss Sarah K. Conway, 
went to Cape Mount. Liberia, to help 
In tha mission there. 

On a recent vislk to this country 
Miss Conway was asked to tell a tew 
of her experiences. "I have treat- 
ed between six and eight thousand 
sufferers each year, " she saiil. "As 
soon as breakfast is over the proces- 
SioB of human aches and pains be- 
gins, and sometimes when the last 
sehool-bMl rings at 9 In the evening 
I am still at work upon thaae horri- 
ble tropical soree which inHlet black 
humanity. While sores are the com- 
monest affliction, there are many 
others. I'lcers in |)lenty, infections 
Of different kinds, while naturally 
tho haat, dust and the other condi- 
tions Of life in tropical Africa pro- 
duce troubles «M tho ear, throat and 
eyes. Besides these chronic dlfllcnl- 
tles there are, of course, broken 
bones and accident.s of all sorts. Ev- 
ery patient who is able to walk 
conies to the niis.sion to be treated. 
Among them are many lepers. 

"The clinic at the mission Is only 
a part of the problem. Much visit- 
ing In tha wretched itttlo places 
which they call homea Is necessary. 
Fevers, pneumonia, and rheumatism 
cannot walk or be brought to me; 
eleiihantiasis, of which there is a 
great deal, of course incapacitates 
the patient. To those afflicted with 
these diseases I make pifrhaps six or 
seven hundred visits a year. Then, 
too. there are dreadful aceldenta to 
which ona must haatan with all 
speed. Many men have been horri- 
l)ly bitten by baboons. These ani- 
mals seem to attack human beings 
more (ieriely than do any otiier of 
the wild dwellers in the jungle. At 
any hour of day or Bight I am like- 
ly to be called for omargaBcy work." 

To those who know Miss Conway's 
slight, almost frail, physique, this 
record seems little short of marvel- 
ous.

Aside from the jMnon gases and 
the'flre bombs which the Oerman ar- 
mies have used In Flanders, the most 
deadly engines of modern wanfare 
are the shrapnel shells which are 
used by all the armies in the present 
conflict. The most effective psrts of 
the shrapnel are the lead bullets 
contained in the shell, which are 
thrown out in a conleal shape when 
the timing fuse, which explodes the 
powder at the base, blows the nose 
off the shell, freeing the bullets 
packed within It. In aa eighteen- 
pound shell the range of these bul-j 
lets is approximately 250 square 
yards. 

The lead bulleta, which are gener- 
ally half an inch In diameter, are 

made from a number of different 
composilfons. the most common be- 
ing that of KT' : Parts lead and 12 4 I 
parts antimony. The actual number | 
of lead ballets contained in a single 
shell varies with the different (iov- 
ernments which manafacture them, 
in the Amerledbi flftaea-pound. shell 
there are 251, In the British fifteen- 
pound shell there are 2'iT>, The bul- 
lets in the American shell have six 
flattened sidA. In foreign-made 
sliells the bullets have spherical 
sides, an arrangement which does 
not allow of so close packing as the 
American plaa. 

There are two methods of manu- 
facturing shrapnel shells which are 
commonly used at the present time. 
By one of these the bullets are cast 
In iron niold.s which are split down 
the center to facilitate removal after 
•astlng4

Tile lead biilleti lor years have 
been cast trom lead wire by a pro- 
cess which is gradually going out of 
use, and a newer and more rapid 
process has taken its place. In the 
method used almoat exclusively at 
present the molten lead is poured 
into a eyilader from which it Is 
pushed out through a die by means 
of a plunger, the metal having time 
to settle before it is forced through 
the press. 

The bullets are ifiaken together 
in a tumbling machine or barrel for 
an hour, the action ot one against 
another removing all unevennesa on 
the sides. A careful watoh is kept 
over the tumbling operation, as It is 
necessary to see that the bullets con- 
form to a certain standard of weight. 
A variation of one dram to a pound 
of bullets is allowed, 41 bullets a 
pound beiUg the aeeepted standard.
